It is not unfreqnently 
the cue that by the tenant improving 
the farm buildings and increasing the 
fertility of the soil, the premises are 
greatly enhanced in value, and the land- 
lord raises the rent rates proportionate- 
ly. Henoe it is that the tenant farm- 
ers—it being against their interest to 
ntke improvements—are generally con- 
tented to get along in a shipihod fash- 
ion. The entire system of landlordism 
in Great Britain is not only very op- 
pressive to the tillers of the soil, but 
exceedingly short-sighted on the part 
of the proprietors. Two things the 
tenant-farmers demand—first, that they 
may have an opportunity to purchase 
lands for themselves, and, second, that 
when they lease farms, the landlords 
shall not have the power to exact extor- 
tionate rents nor "evict" them without 
allowing them the value of buildings or 
o4fcer aetnal improvements they may 
have made at their own expense. The 
demand is reasonable and just.— Chica-

committee on Indian affairs had a long 
meeting this morning, and reviewed 
the whole Indian question, especially 
what shall be done with the Utes in 
Dolorado. The senate joint resolution 
ntroduced by Hill, of Colorado, was 
amended in several important particulars 
and finally adopted by the committee 
for report to the house with recommen- 
dations for its passage on flic following 
materially altered terms: 


Resolved, That the secretary of the 


interior be, and is hereby authorized 
and empowered, through a commission 
of five persons, to be appointed by the 
president, or by direct negotiation, as 
Jie may deem best, to enter into agree- 
ment with such of the Ute Indians in 


'olorado, as have not by acts of hostil- 


ity against the United States, or otlier- 
vdse forfeited their rights under exist- 
ing treaties, for extinguishment of their 
title to so much of their reservation, in 
said state, as may be deemed necessary 
in the judgment of the committee, or 
of the secretary of the interior for their 
removal and settlement in some other 
suitable place in the state of Colorado. 
provided, that said commission or sec- 
retary of the interior in any agreement 
made with said tribe of Ute Indians for 
the cession of any part of their re«erva- 
tion in Colorado, shall obtain before 
said cession shall be valid, the consent 
of said Ute tribes of Indians, as provid- 
ed in section 1G of the treaty made at 
Washington the 2nd of March. 1868, 
between the Government of tne United 
States and said tribe of Ute Indians, 
and, provided, no agreement made with 
said tribe of Indians shall be valid un- 
less agreed to by three fourths of all 
the adult male Indians who have not 
forfeited the treaty rights, as aforesaid, 
occupying or interested in the same,
